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ABSTRACT : PURPOSE: To equal the compsn. and thickness of a plating thin film by constituting a 

cathode of a turn table which has a revolving shaft integrally therewith, an annular frame 
which is disposed on the front surface thereof and a conductor which is embedded in the 
turn table. 

CONSTITUTION: The net-like anode 3 is disposed in a plating cell 1 and the cathode 4' is 
disposed rotatably to face this anode. The turn table 8 made of an insulating material 
which has the revolving shaft 6 connected to a motor 14 through the cell wall to the 
cathode 4' integrally at the center of the rear surface and is inscribed with threads 7 on the 
outer periphery is provided. The annular frame 9 made of an insulating material of an 
L-shaped section which fixes a substrate 15 for plating disposed on the front surface of the 
turn table 8 by screwing to the threads 7 is provided on the outer periphery of the turn 
table 8. The conductor 12 which is embedded radially from the center of the front surface 
of the turn table 8 to the outer peripheral surface and the center of the rear surface and is 
further gathered to one piece and is embedded into the revolving shaft 6 is provided. An 
electrode 14 is provided on the revolving shaft 6 connected with the conductor 12 on the 
outside of the cell 1 is provided. The need for a special stirrer for stirring a plating liquid is 
eliminated in this way.
